Announcement of the verdict was followed 
by a demonstration that aroused the wrath 
of the judge. While the crowd, consisting 
chiefly of labor men and their sympathizers, 
were still cheering, the court ordered bailiffs 
to close the doors.

Court Questions Ringleader. 

What do you mean by making a noise like 
that? demanded the court.

“I expected to be acquitted,’’ he said, 
„but not eo quickly.” 

Boener’s acquittal followed a trial lasting 
twenty-four days. The jury was out ‘ve 
hours and fifteen minutes before the agree- 
ment was reached. The jurors are said to 
have taken six ballots. 

State Assails Boener. 

A bitter attack on Boenef was made by 
Assistant State’s Attorney Day in his closing 
argument. He teplied to the charge of the 
lawyers for the defense, Joseph Cooper and 
* H. Holly, that the prosecution was 

„ frameup between a private detective 
e and a printing company. 

“There are just two stories here, gentle- 
men,” said Mr. Day. One is that of the 
gluggers who admit killing Denon at the in- 
stigation of Boener and the other is Boener’s 
denial. Which do you believe? There has 
been a cry of conspiracy here. That isnoth- 
ing unusual. There has been a cry of sending 
an Innocent man to the penitentiary. That is 
nothing unusual. 

„Gentlemen, most of my cases since my 
connection with the state's attorney's office 
have been murder cases, and in each one this 
same cry has been made, but it has died out 
when the men have gone to Joliet.

James. Attired in a breakfast gown, she 
gat on à dresser and pleaded with Mr. Green 
to assume the manly attitude of self-defense 
and give her brute’’ husband a licking.

Husband Wants Divorce Rushed. 

Last night Mr. James was egging his law- 
yer into rushing dtvorce papers. Mrs. James 
was nowhere to be found. Green, who had 
been harshly ejected by the outraged man- 
agement of the Hotel Sherman, was being 
sought out again by Frank W. Behring, hotel 
manager. Mr. Behring had come to think 
that being beaten up and then kicked out 
wasn't enough for Green. He wanted to have 
him arrested. 

Mr. and Mrs. James were married at In- 
dianapolis on Jan. 31, 1906, and Hved together 
happily until the woman and Green became 
acquainted in such informal! fashion. During 
the holidays there was a storm in the James 
household when Mr. James intercepted a let- 
ter from Green to Mrs. James. It was dated 
Indianapolls and requested Mrs. James to 
prepare for the writers coming. Mrs. James 
explained that it was all a mistake: Mr. 
James believed her. Last Tuesday night, 
however, Jathes’ confidence was shattered 
when, upon arriving at his home, he found 
the door thain fastened.

HOBART, Tasmania, March 8.—On the 


tenth of February, 1911, we began to work 
our way toward the south, from that day to 
the eighteenth of April establishing three 
depots, which in all contained a quantity of 
provisions of about 3,000 kilos. One thou- 


sand six hundred kilos, including 1,100 kilos 


of seal meat, were cached in 80 degrees, 700 
kilos in 81 degrees, and 800 kilos in 82 de- 
grees south latitude. 
As no landmarks were to be seen these 
epots were marked with flags, seven kilo- 
sa on each side in the easterly and 
westerly directions. 


STATE OF BARRIER GOOD... 

The ground and the state of the Barrier 
were of the best and specially well adapted 
to driving with dogs. On Feb. 15 we had 
thus traveled about 100 kilometers. The 


weight of the sledges was 300 kilos and the 


number of dogs was six for each sledge. 

The surface of the Barrier was snioot li 
and fine, with no sastrugi. The crevices 
were local and were found dangerous in 
only two places. For the rest, long, smooth 
undulations. 

The weather was excellent, calm, or a 
light breeze. The lowest temperature on 
these depot trips was minus 45 Celsius or 
centigrade (49 degrees below zero Fahren- 
heit). 


FRAM GETS “FARTHEST SOUTH.“ 

On the fourth of March on our return 
from the first trip beginning on the fifteenth 
of February, we found out that the Fram 
had already left us. 

With pride and delight we heard that its 
smart captain had succeeded in sailing it 
farthest south and there hoisting the colors 
of his country—a glorious moment for him 
and his comrades—the farthest north and 
the farthest south—good old Fram!. The 
highest south latitude attained was 78 de- 
grees 41 minutes. , 

Before the arrival of winter + we had 6,000 
kilos of seal meat in the depots, enough for 
ourselves and 110 dogs. Eight dog houses, 
a combination of tents and snow buts were 
built. 

MANY COMFORTS IN HUT. 

Having cared for the dogs the turn came 
to use our solid little hut. It was almost 
entirely covered with snow by the middle 
of April. First we bad to get light and air. 

The Lux lamp, which had a power of 200 
standard candles, gave us a brilliant light 
and kept the temperature up to 20 degrees 
Celsius (68 degrees Fahrenheit) throughout 
the winter and our excellent ventilation sys- 
tem gave us all the air we wanted, 

In direct communication with the hut and 
dug-out on the Barriers were workshops, 
packing rooms, cellars for provisions, coal, 


wood, and oil, a plain bath, a steam bath, 


and observatories. Thus we had everything 
within doors if the weather should be too 
cold and stormy. 


WO SUN FOR FOUR MONTHS. 

The sun left us on the 22d of April 
and did not return until four months later, 
The winter was spent in changing our 
whole outfit, which on the depot trips was 
found to be too clumsy and solid for the 
smooth surface of the Barrier. 

Besides this, as much scientific work as 
possible was done, and some astonishing 
meterological observations were taken. 

There was very little snow and there was 
open water close by throughout the winter. 
For the same reason higher temperature 
bad been expected, but it remained very low. 


RECORD OF COLD WEATHER. 

In five months there were observed tem- 
peratures between minus 50 and 60 degrees 
Celsius (68 and 76 degrees below zero Fahr- 
enheit), the lowest temperature, on the 13th 
of August, being minus 59 degrees Celsius. 
It was then calm. 

On the Ist of August the temperature was 
minus 68 degrees Celsius, and there were 
six meters of wind. The mean temperature 
for the year was minus 26 degrees Celsius 
(14.8 below zero Fahrenheit).

The sanitary conditions were of the best 
all the winter, and when the sun returned, 
on the 24th of August, it met the men sound 
in mind and body, ready to set about the 
task that had to be solved. 

Already, the dax before, we had brought | 
our sledges to the starting place for our 
march toward the south. Only in the begin- 


ning of September did the temperature rire 
to such an extent that there was any ques- 


tion of setting out. 
FIRST START SEPT. 8. 

On the 8th of September eight men, with 
seven sledges, ninety dogs, and provisions 
for four months, started. The ground was 
perfect. The temperature was not bad. 
The next day it appeared that we had 
started too early, as the temperature of the 
following days fell, and was kept steady 
between minus 50 and 60 Celsius 8 de- 
grees and 76 degrees below Fahrenheit). 

Personally we did not suffer at all from 
this cold. Our good furs protected us. But 
with our. dogs it was a different matter. 

It could easily be seen that they shrunk 
from day to day, and we understood pretty 
soon that they could not stand the long run 
to our depot at 80 degrees south. 


RETURN TO WAIT SPRING. 

We agreed on returning and to wait for 
the arrival of spring. The provisions were 
cached and off we went forthe hut. With 
the exception of the loss of a few dogs and 
a couple of frozen heels everything was all 
right. 

Only in the middle of October spring came 
in earnest. Seals and birds appeared. The 
temperature was steady between 20 and 20 
Celsius (4 degrees and 22 degrees Fahren- 
heit). 

The original plan that all of us should gu 
toward the south had been changed. Five 
men had to do this work, while the other 
th were to start for the east and visit 

ng Edward VII. land. 

SECOND START TO FOE. 

This last mentioned trip was not included 
in our program, but owing to the fact that 
the English had not reached it, at least this 
summer, as was their intention, we agreed 
that the best thing to do was aleo te to make 
this trip. 

On Oet. 20 the southern pasty started- - 
five men, four sledges, fifty-two dogs, and 
provisions for four months, everything in 
excellent order. 

We had made up our minds to take the 
first part of the trip as easily as possible, 
in order to give ourselves and the dogs a 
rational training, and on the 23d we made 
our depot in 80 degrees south. We went 
right ahead. 

FOG CAUSES SOME ERRORS. 

Because of the dense fog an error or two 
to three kilometers happened once in a 
while, but we were caught by the flag 
marks, and found those on our way with- 
out difficulty. 

Having rested and fed the dogs on all 
the seal meat they were able to eat, we 
started again on the 26th, with the tempera- 
ture steadily between minus 20 and 80 Cel- 
sius (4 degrees and 22 degrees below zero 
Fahrenheit). 

From the start it was the intention not to 
drive more than thirty kilometers a day, 
but it appeared that this was too little for 


At 80 degrees south. we began to build 
gnow cairns of a man’s beight, in order to 
have marks on our return trip. 

On the Bist we reached the depot at 81 
degrees, and stopped there one day and fed

the dogs on as much pemmican as tber 


wanted. 
We reached the depot at 82 degrees om 


the 5th of Norember, where the dogs for 


the last time got all they wanted to eat. 


On the Sth, southward again, with a daily 
‘march of fifty. kilome*ers. 

In order to lighten our heavy sledges we 
established depots at cach degree ot south 
latitude. 

ONE STAGE “BLEASURE TRIP.” 

The trip from 82 degrees to 83 degrees 
became a pleasure trip, excellent ground, 
fine sledging, and an eren temperature, 
Everything went like a dance. 

On the 9th we sighted South Victorialand 
and the eontinuation of the mountain range 
which Sir Ernest Shackleton mentioned in 
his chart as running toward the southeast 
from the Beardmore glacier, and on the 
same day we reached 83 degrees and estab- 
lished here depot No. 4. 

On the llth we made the interesting dis- 


a bight toward the southeast at 86 degrees 
south latitude and 163 degrees west longi- 
tude, formed between the southeast moun- 
tain rahge running from South Victorialand’ 
ond a range on the opposite side running in 
a southwesterly direction, probably a con- 
tinuation of King Edward VII. land. 

‘LAND AND BARRIER CONNECT. 

On the the 13th we reached 84 degrees, 
where we established a depot. On the 16th 
we were at 85 degrees, where also we made 
a depot. 

From our winter quarters Frambeim,” 
78 degrees 38 minutes, south latitude, we 
had been marching due south. On the 17th 
of November, at 85 degrees, we arrived at 
a place where the land and barrier were 
connected. This was done without any 
great difficulty. 

The barrier here rises in undulations ta 
about 800 feet. Some few big crevices in- 
dicated the limited boundary. 

Here we made our head depot, taking 
provisions for sixty days on siedges and 
leaving thirty days’ provisions on the spot. 

GREAT MOUNTAINS IN COURSE. 

The land under which we lay and which 
we now had to attack looked quite imposing. 
The nearest summits along the barrier had 
a height from 2,000 to 10,000 feet, but sen- 
eral others farther south were 15,000 feet or 
more. 

The next day we began the climb. The 
first part of it was an easy task, light stops 
and well filled mountain sides. It did nat 
take a long time, for our willing dogs worked 
their way up. 

Farther up we met with some small but 
steep giaciers. Here we had to harness. 
twenty dogs to each sledge and take the 
four aledges in two turns. ‘ 

In some places it was so steep that 16 
was difficult enough to use skis. 

Some big crevices forced us from tima te 
time to make detours. 

The first day we climbed 2,000 feet, the. 
next day mostly up some small giaciers, 
camping at a height of 4,500 feet. 

The third day we were obliged to go down 
on a mighty glacier, “Axel Heiberg’s gia- 
cer,” which divided the coast mountains 
and the mountains farther south. 

The next day began the longest part of 
ourclimb. Many detours had to be made in 


ices. 
These were apparently mostly filled up. 
as the glaciers in all probability had long

covery that the Ross barrier terminated in 


order to avoid broad cracks aud open er ! 
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‘was the layer that covered them. 

Our camp that night lay in picturesque 
- surroundings at a height of 5,000 feet. The 
- glacier here was narrowed in between the 

two 15,000 feet high mountains, the Fridtjof 
Nansen and the Don Pedro Christophersen. 

From the bottom of the glacier rose 
Mount Ole Engistad, a big snow cone 13,500 
feet high. The glacier was much broken in 
this comparatively narrow pass. The 
mighty. crevices seemed to stop us from 
going farther, but it was aot so serious as 
it appeared. | 

Docs IN RECORD FEAT. 


Our dogs, which up to this time had cov. 
ered a distance of about 700 kilometers, the 
last day’s very hard work, ran this day 
thirty-five kilometers, the ascent being 5,600 
feet—an almost incredible record. 

It took us only four days from the barrier 
to get up on the vast inland plateau. 

We camped that night at a height of 10,- 
600 feet. Here we had to kill twenty-four 
of our brave companions and keep eighteen, 
six for each of our three sledges. 

We stopped here four days on account of 

d weather. Tired of this, we set out on 
ee 25th of November. 

On the 26th, in a furious blizzard and ina 
dense snowdrift, absolutely nothing was to 
be seen, but we felt that, contrary to expec- 
tations, we were going fast downhill. The 
hypsometer gave us that day a descent of 
600 feet. 

» FACES FROZEN DURING GALE. 

We continued our march the next day 
fn a gale, and a dense snowdrift got one 
faces badly frozen. We could see nothing. 

We reached that day 86 degrees dead 
‘ geckoning. The hypsometer indicated a fall 

of 800 feet. The next day was similar. 

The weather cleared a little at dinner time 
and exposed to our view a mighty mountain 
range to the east, and not far off, only for 
a moment, and then it disappeared in the 
dense snowdrift. 

On the 29th it calmed down and the sun 
shone, though it was not the only pleasant 
surprise he gave us. In our course stretched 
e big glacier running toward the south. 


DISCOVER MOUNTAIN RANGE. 

At its eastern end was the mountain 
range going in a southeasterly direction. Of 
the western part of it no view was to be had, 
it being hidden in the dense fog. 

At the foot of this glacier, the Devil’s 
glacier. a depot for six days was established 
at 86.21 degrees south latitude. The hyp- 

someter indicated 8,000 feet above sea level. 
On Nov. 30 we began to climb the glacier. 
The lower part of it was much broken and 
dengerous. Moreover, the snow bridges 
often burst. 
From our camp that night we had a splen- 
did view over the mountain top to the east. 


SEE MANY GREAT PEAKS. 

There was Helmer Nansen’s summit,” 
the most remarkable of them all. It was 
12,000 feet high and covered with such 
broken glaciers that in all probability no 
foothold was to be found. “Oscar Wist- 
ings,” “Sverrehassels,” and Olav Hjan- 
lands mountains also lay here beautifully 
illuminated in the rays of the bright sun. 

In the distance and only alternately to be 
viewed in the fog appeared from time to 
time Mount Nelson with its summits 
and peaks, about 15,000 feet high. We only 
ta the nearest surroundings. 

It took us three days to surmount the 
Devil's glacier, always in misty weather. 

On the ist of December we left this bro- 
ken glacier with holes and crevices without 
number, with its height of 9,100 feet. Be- 
Yore us, looking in the mist and snowdrift 
like a frozen sea, appeared a light, sloping 
ice plateau filled with small hummocks. 


HARD TRAVEL OVER ICE. 

«Phe walk over this frosen sea was not 
pleasant. The ground under us was quite 
hollow, and it sounded as if we were walk- 
ing on the bottoms of empty barrels. 

As it was a man fell through, then a cou- 
ple of dogs. We could not use our skis on 
thie polished ice. Sledges had the best of it. 

The place got the name of the Devil's 
Dancing Room.” This part of our march 
was the most unpleasant. _ 

On Dec. 6 we got our greatest height, 
according to the hypsometer and anerod, 
10,750 feet at 87 degrees 40 minutes south. 

On Dec. 8 we came out of the bad weather. 
Once again the sun smiled down on us. Once 
again we could get an observation. Dead 
reckoning and observation were exactly 
alike, 88 degrees 18 minutes 16.6 seconds 
mouth. 

Before us lay an absolutely plain plateau 
only here and there marked with a tiny 
sastrugi. 


PASSES SHACKLETON RECORD. 


In the afternoon we passed 88 degrees 
23 minutes (Shackleton's farthest south wae 
88 degrees 25 minutes). We camped and 
established our last depot, depot No. 10. 

From 88 degrees 25 minutes the plateau 
began to slope down very gently and 

smoothly toward the other side. 

On the 9th of December we reached 88 
degrees 39 minutes; on Dec. 10, 88 degrees 
56 minutes; Dec. 11, 89 degrees-15 minutes: 
Dec. 12, 89 degrees, 30 minutes; Dec. 13, 
89 degrees 45 minutes. 

Up to this time the observations and 
dead reckoning agreed remarkably well and 
we made out that we ought to be at the 

pole on Dec. 14 in the afternoon. 

That day was a beautiful one, a light 
breeze from the southeast, the temperature 
minus 23 Celsius (9.4 degrees below zero 

Fahrenheit), and the ground and sledging 
were perfect. 

The day went along as usual and at 3 
p. m. We made a halt. 


PLANT FLAG AT POLE. 

According to our reckoning we had 
reached our destination. All of us gath- 
ey sche ane eee 
all hands taking hold of it and planting it. 

The vast plateau on which the pole is 
| standing got the name of the “King Has. 
bon VII. plateau.” It is a vast plain alike 
* in all directions, Mile after mile during 
— gees 
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possible we traveled as near south as pos 
sible, the remaining nine kilometers. On 
Dec. 16 there we camped. 


* 
TAKE MANY OBSERVATIONS. 

It was an excellent opportunity. There 
was a brilliant sun. Four of us took ob- 
servations every hour of the day’s twenty- 
four hours. The exact result will be the 
matter of a professional private report. 

This much is certain, that we observed 
the\pole as close as it is in human powers 
to do it with the instruments we had—a 
sextant and an artificial horizon. 

On Dec. 17 everything was in order on the 
spot. We fastened to the greund a little 
tent we had brought along, a Norwegian 


fre, and the Fram pénnant on the top of it. 


The Norwegian home at the south pole was 
called Polheim. 

The distance from our winter quarters to 
the pole was about 1,400 kilometers. The 
average march a day was twenty-five kilo- 
meters. 


START RETURN ON DEC. 17. 

We started on the return trip on the 17th 
of December. Unusually favorable weather 
made our way home considerably easier 
than the journey to the pole. 

We arrived at our winter quarters, 
„ Framheim,” on the 25th of January, 1912, 
with two sledges and eleven dogs, all well. 


The daily average speed on the return trip 
was 36 kilometers, the lowest temperature 


was minus 31 Celsius (23.8 degrees below 
zero Fahrenheit), the highest minus 5 Cel- 
sius (23 degrees abobe zero Fahrenheit). 
RESULTS OF THE TRIP. 
Among the results are the determination 
of the extent and character of the Ross bar 
rier and the discovery of the connection of

The entire length of the newly discov- 
ered mountaius is about 0 kilometers.

PARTY MET BY FRAM. 

The Fram arrived at the Bay of Whales 
on the 9th of January. It had been de- 
layed by the “ roaring forties” on account 
of the easterly winds. 

On Jan. 16 the Japanese expedition ar- 
rived at the Bay of Whales and landed on 
the barrier near our winter quarters. 

We left the Bay of Whales on Jan. 30. 

It was a long voyage, with contrary 
winds. All are well.

New York, March 8.—[Special.]—Arthur 
E. Stillwell, president of the Kansas City, 
Mexico and Orient railway, for which a re- 
ceiver was appointed in Kansas City on 
Thursday, told about 1.000 people in Car- 
negie hall tonight what he said was the 
story of the way his various railroad ven- 
tures had been pursued and wrecked by the 
„money trust.“ 

Stillwell, whose previous railway promo- 
tion, the Kansas City Southern railroad, 
also went into a receiver's hands about 


twelve years ago, charged among other | 


things that two successive chairmen of the 
stockholders’ protective committee of the 
earlier road tried to bribe him with $1,000,- 
000 to corspire against the stockholders, de- 
press the road's stock, and reap large profits 
by selling short. 


Westinghouse Also Victim. 

Stillwell mentioned this as typical of the 
way the money trust operates. He also 
stated that George Westinghouse, the air- 
brake inventor, was another victim of che 
„money trust.“ 

The ‘money trust, says Geerge West- 
inghouse can’t get on his feet, although he's 
on? of this country’s greatest men. said 
Stillwell. 

Stillwell began his address by stating that 
he was going to make it his mission from 
now on to free this country from this money 
policy. 

“Ever since I crossed the trail of the 

‘money trust,’ sixteen years ago, by bulld- 
ing the Kansas City Southern, I have been 
the victim of a persecution which only an 
Apuche Indian could duplicate, declared 
Stillwell. ‘‘ The only thing they haven't 
been able to take away from me is my sun- 
shine and love of mankind. It is wonderful 
how the Arbuckles, the directors of the 
sugar trust, the White Mountain Paper com- 
pany and the Knickerbocker Trust company, 
are allowed to continue to occupy positions 
of trust in public financial institutions. 


Radicalism of West. 

“The radicalism of the west is almost en- 
tirely caused by the exactions of the beef 
trust, the Standard Oil, and the tobacco 
trust.

YUAN STILL HOLDING BACK 


Unwilling to Accept Terms Of- 
fered by Nanking Assembly. 


MAY TAKE OATH TOMORROW. 


— 


Members of New Chinese Cabinet Fear 
to Risk Lives in Peking. 


PEKING. China, March 9, 12:10 a. m.—It is 
evident that the Nanking Republican assem- 
bly and President-elect Yuan-Ghi-Kai have 
not yet reached a complete agreement. The 
so-called coalition. may, therefore, be de- 
ferred again, but itis expected Tuan-Shi-Kal 
will take the oath tomorrow. A strange sit- 
uation is promised then. 

Tang-Shao-Yi, who is generally considered 
as the prospective premier, is to return to 
Nanking, where the Republican cabinet will 
assemble without either the president or the 
vice president of the republic. The presence 
of thosé officials is required to maintain more 
or less order at Peking and Wu-Chang. 


Cabinet Members Fear Attack. 

The members of the Republican cabinet 
are bglleved to fear to come to Peking, where 
polittal distrust and personal hostility may 
endanger their lives.. Consequently it is 
expected the cabinet will conduct the gov- 
ernment in the south and leave Yuan-Shi-Kai 
as a sort of president-vicerny in the north. 


Merchants Pay for Protection. 

Order in Peking seemingly depends upon 
the caprice of theesoldiery. The old style 
troops who displaced the modern military 
after the recent mutiny declare Prince Ching, 
the former premier, sent $2,800 to each of 
their camps. Storekeepers in the unlooted 
sections are subscribing heavily to the 
soldiers for protection. 

The Manchu soldiers, who practically 
closed themselves within the walls of the 
Imperial City during the mutinous outbreak, 
now let their queues hang instead of rolling 
them under their caps and the Chinese who 
cut off their queues are apprehensive of their 
safety. 


PREMIER CALLS CONFERENCE 
TO TRY TO END COAL STRIKE. 


Representatives of Miners and Opera- 
tors to Meet in Foreign Office—Toilers 
Stand by Principal Demand. 


LONDON, March 8.~After extending 
talks with committees representing coal 
mine owners and their striking employés 
today, Premier Asquith invited representa- 
tives of both sides to hold a joint conference, 
“with a view to a free discussion of the 
whole situation.“ 

‘The official report explains that the gov- 
ernment considers the proposals placed be- 
fore both parties offer the fairést means for 
reaching a settlement, but progress is dif. 
ficult without a mutual discussion. What 
the government’s propogals are has not been 
divulged. 

The miners replied that they had under- 
taken to reassemble the national conference 
of miners, but with the reservation that 
they would not recommend acceptance of the 
government's invitation except on the un- 
derstanding that the principle of a mini- 
mum wage should be excluded from discus- 
sion.

gets, bitterly resenting the action of the 
authorities in tacking the hard labor clause 
on to their prison sentence, have set Hollo-

Led by Alice Wright, the Albany, N. T., 
girl, who came from Paris to assist in the 
window breaking campaign and whose work 
was 0 tel that she was given a two 
month sehtence; whereas the majority of 
‘her accomplices got only thirty days, the 
‘guffragets have defied the prison officers. 

When the women were ordered into the dis- 
robing room to take off their street clothing, 
bathe, and don the prison garments, they 
rebelled. The female attendants of Holloway 
prison are chosen for muscular ability rather 
than for good. looks, and they started to 
make the prisoners obey the prison rules. 
While details are difficult to obtain, it is said 
the riot that followed was the worst in the 
recent history of the prison. 


Clothing Torn from Wardresses. 

Most of the clothing of two of the ward- 
resses was torn from their bodies and 
they had to use fetters to subdue the suf- 
fragets and make them take their baths and 
put on the prison uniforms. 

Afterwards when.the suffraget leaders were 
ordered into the workroom to sew on bags in 
accordance with the prison rules and the 
terms of their sentence, another row fol- 
lowed. 

The prisoners had learried of the intention 
of the authorities to prosecute all the leaders 
of the street rioting under the conspiracy 
act and were exceedingly angry. Ata given 
signal all of the suffragets jumped up; those 
who were working at machines tore them 
apart as much as they could without tools, 
and for a time the entire workroom wasin an 
uproar. . Finally the wardresses regained 
control of the situation. 

The suffragets were returned to their cells 
and shortly afterward the prison governor 
ordered all of the ringleaders in the dis- 
turbance placed in solitary confinement, 
where it is understood they still are. 


Court Feared Mrs. Jacobs’ Sanity. 

The spirit animating the smashing suffra- 
gets was well illustrated by Mrs. Eleanor 
Jaeobs, wife of W. W. Jacobs, the writer 
of humorous stories. Mrs. Jacobs told Magis- 
trate Fordham, who senterted her yester- 
day to one month at hard labor, that she 
broke windows because she considered it 
her duty as the mother of five children. 

The magistrate was so astonished that he | 
thought Mrs. Jacobs’ mind must be affected 


and he offered to postpone the case for eight 


days in order that she might be examined 
as to her sanity. 

„My mind is quite sound, said Mrs. Ja- 

cobs. I have done my duty to my children 
for twelve years and I think that my gaugh- 
ters, when they grow up, should have equal 
rights and responsibilities with my sons. 

Mr. Jacobs pleaded with the magistrate for 
his wife, but the magistrate said there was 
nothing for him to do but pass sentence.

MEXICAN REBEL ARMY OFF 
TO TAKE NATIONAL CAPITAL. 


Campaign to Capture Chief City of the 
Southern Republic Opens with De- 
tachment of 800 Leaving Chihuahua, 


Chihuahua, Mex., March 8.—The vanguard 
of the insurrecto army, mobilized here, de- 
parted for the south in two trains today. It 
was the real beginning of the campaign : 
taxe the city of Mexico, although the fin- 
mediate destination of the column was an- 
nounced as Jiminez, halfway between here 
and Torreon, 

Six bridges between here and Jiminez 
must be repaired by the troops, as they pro- 
ceed, and it is thought that the trip will 
require at least two days. There were about 
800 men in the detachment. 

This leaves a thousand men here, but 
Gen. Pascual Orozco, the rebel leader, stares 
that recruits are joining him in crowds. 

A messenger from the camp of Gen. 
Villa, the federal commander, brought word 
that 200 of the latter’s men wished an op- 
portunity to join the rebel ranks.

Sent to Dunning Asylum. 

Mrs. Batten is the widow of David Rothe 
child, president and confessed wrecker of a 
bank in New York who died in Sing Sm¢ 
prison. On her arrival in Chicago three 
weeks ago Mrs. Batten announced she had 
discovered that her husband had left $500,000 
in a safety deposit box and said she was 
going to reimburse depositors in the hank 
with this money. 

Her brother, Dr. Keseel of New York, sald 
that she was the victim of a delusion, that 
he had come to Chicago to ask that she be 

committed to the Dunning institution. Judge 
John E. Owens signed the order for her com- 
mitment on Feb. 26. 

Mrs. Batten first took the stand in her own 
behalf yesterday in Judge Cooper's Superior 
court. She was asked about the hundreds 
of thousands of dollars she asserted her hus- 
band had left. 


Tells of Hint for Money. 

“TI-never declared positively I knew where 
this money was,“ she said. “I only said I 
had reason to believe there was auch a sum 
in existence. I am not alone in this belief. 
District Attorney Jerome said the same thing 
when Mr, Rothschild was before him for 
trial. There was a discrepancy of about that 
much in the account of the bank. 

“About three months ago Mr. Glase, one 
of the attorneys for the receivers of the bank. 
wrote to me. He said he had heard of this 
money. It was the first I had heard of it. I 
gave him the keys to my husband’s safety 
deposit boxes. I have not yet learned of the 
result of his search.“ 

Among the witnesses who testified to Mrs. 
Batten's sanity was B. F. Ryan, president 
of the American Steel Safe company of 8t. 
Joseph, Mo. Mr. Ryan read of Mrs. Bat- 
ten's commitment to Dunning in a Chicago 
newspaper and without being asked came to 
Chicago to testify in her behalf. 


Testifies for Widow. 

“The last time I saw Mrs. Batten was last 
summer in Lincoln, Neb.,” said Mr. Ryan. 
„Mr. and Mrs. Batten, my wife, and I were 
all staying at the same family hotel. The 
two families were closely associated for sev- 
eral weeks. I believe Mrs, Batten to be a 
woman of unusual mentality and refine- 
ment.” 

Miss Anna Lefsky, Mrs. Batten's attendant 
at Dunning; Dr. Edward Wells, superinten- 
dent of the Chicago hospital where the bank- 
er's widow was staying before she was taken 
to Dunning, and E. G. Collins, a Chicago 
commission merchant, testified that she was 
sane. 

Dr. Davis, one of the physicians on whose 
recomemndation Mrs. Batten was pro- 
nounced insane on account of chronic alco- 
holism, was subjected to a crogs examination 
by Attorney Campbell. 


Doctor Took Brother’s Word. 

„What made you think Mra. Batten was 
suffering from a delusion?” he was asked. 

„Well, she told that story about having 
$500,000 which she was going to pay back to 
the depositors.” 

„% How do you know that was a delusion?” 

Her brother said so.” 

“Why believe him any more than Mrs. 
Batten, especially when we have letters from 
attorneys in New York and the statement of 
District Attorney Jerome that it probably 
does exist? 

She is a chronic alcoholic and you can’t 
believe the statements of that kind of per- 
gon: 

„How do vou 1 know she is an alcoholic?” 

„Her brother said 80.“ 

In other words, yuu took her brother's 
word for everything. Is that it?” 

„J thought we could believe him better 
than we could her.“ 


Admits Hearsay Evidence. 

Dr. Swift admitted the evidence upon which 
Mrs. Batten wae committed was largely 
hearsay. 

After he had ordered Mrs, Batten’s release 
from Dunning Judge OCœoper intimated that 
he thought she was sane. 

“The kind of evidence they thought suf- 
ficient to commit Mrs. Batten, he said, 
% would not get very far in a court.“ 

Immediately after her release Mrs. Batten 
was served with a notice asking her to ap- 
pear before the Surrogate court of New York 
for the purpose of clearing up Rothschild’s 
estate. Mrs. Batten thinks this action may 
mean that some trace has been discovered of 
the missing $500,000.

BROADEN SUN CULT INQUIRY; 
MORE WITNESSES SUBPOENAED 


Federal Grand Jury Digs Deeper Into 
Hanish Teachings—Mrs. Lindsay 
and Son Flee from Montreal. 


Three days of investigation into the secrets 
of the Mazdazndn cult and the personal his- 
tory of its founder, Dr. Ottoman Zar-Adusht 
Hanish, has so whetted the curiosity of the 
federal grand jury that nearly a dozen more 
witnesses will be subpoenaed. The grand 
jury adjourned yesterday until next Tues- 
day to give court officials time to serve sum- 
monses on the new witnesses. 

The members of the cult to be subpoenaed 
this time are all adults, according to Walter 
M. Krimbill, assistant United States Dis- 
trict attcrney, who has been conducting the 
Hanish cult inquiry. 

Mr. Krimbill said yesterday that no indict- 
ments would be voted on until the latter part 
of next week. 

Some light was shed on the mystery which 
has surrounded Mrs. Elizabeth H. Lindsay 
and her son, Billy, since they disappeared 
from Chicago about three months ago yeater- 
day. Reports received by the local federal 
authorities from Montreal stated that she 
had embarked with her son for Europe or 
Brazil.

Speéch in Chicago. 
ADDRESSES TO FILL DAY. 


Principal Speech Will Be at Din- 
ner of Swedish-American 
Republican League. 


The political eyes of the United States will 
be focused on Chicago today in anticipation 
of the speech which President Taft will 


- deliver tonight at the banquet of the Swed- 


ish-American Republican league. It will be 
an answer to the Columbus speech of ex- 
President Theodore Roosevelt. 

The president's address, or rather the 

‘principal one of perhaps half a dosen he will 

deliver during his Chicago visit, will be 
made in the gold room of the Congress 
hotel. It is expected to sound the keynote 
of the Taft campaign for renomination. Ad- 
mission to the Swedish-American dinner will 
be only by invitation, but Chicagoans will 
have ample opportunity of seeing and hear- 
ing the president during his stay. 

President Taft is due to reach Chicago at 
7:40 this morning and will not depart on the 
return trip to Washington until 5:30 tomor- 
row afternoon. If he follows closely the 
schedule prepared for him Mr. Taft will 
apend 1,000 exceedingly busy minutes today. 
Tomorrow will be comparatively quiet. 


President Has Special Train. 

The Lake Shore arfd Michigan Southern 
railroad will bring the president's special 
train to Chicago. It is planned to have him 
leave the train at West Van Buren and 
South La Salle streets. He will be met by 
@ committee and a guard of United States 
secret service men, city detectives, and uni- 
formed police.

that the judges do not respond sufficiently 
to popular opinion. 

Thinks Charges Unfounded. 

“Tt is said that courts are interposing 
their obstructive power to the enforcement of 7, 
legislation looking to the relief of the op- 
pressed by declaring laws unconstitutional 
and by judicial legislation in interpretiug 
into statutes words not intended by the leg- 
islature.”’ ; 

Such charges, if reduced to specific in- 
stances, the president thought, could ba 
shown to be unfounded for the most part, 
but for the purposes of his discussion he 
might admit that courts had erred in that 
regard, had unduly. broadened constitu- 
tional restrictions to invalidate useful stat- 
utes or had given to statutes a wrong con- 
struction. 

Indeed, I do not hesitate to say that I 
do not concur in the reasoning of certain 
courts of last resort as to the constitutional 
validity of certain social reform statutes,” 
he said, “and I am very anxious that the 
remedies proposed in those statutes should be 
given effective operation.” 

The president then took up the proposed 
remedies, first the recall of judges and later 
the recall of judicial decisions. Than the 
recall of judges, he declared, there could 
not be a system better adapted to deprive 
the judiciary of that independence with- 
out which the liberty and other rights of the 
individual cannot be maintained against the 
government and the majority.“ 

Tribunal for Removal of Judges. 

If the impeachment were too cumbersome 
a proceeding to apply to corrupt judges, he 
proposed a tribunal for the removal of judges 
for cause. 

Of the recall of judicial decision, President 
Taft said: 

“This is a remarkable suggestion and one 
which is so contrary to anything in govern- 
ment heretofore proposed that it is hard to 
give to it the serious consideration which it 
deserves, because of its advocates and of the 
conditions under which it is advanced. 

What this recall of decisions will amount 
to if applied to constitutional questions is 
that there will be a suspension of the con- 
stitution to enable a temporary majority of 
the electorate to enforce a popular but in- 
valid act.“ 

President Taft pointed out that the right 
of habeas corpus might be affected, or that 
a rich corporation seeking privileges in the 
development of a state—and he cited Alaska— 
might use such a condition to advantage. 
A most serious objection to the recall of 
decisions is that it destroys all probability of 
consistency in constitutional interpretation.“ 
he said. The majority which sustains one 
law is not the majority which comes to con- 
sider another, and the obligation of con- 
sistency of popular decision is one which 
would sit most lightly omeach recurring elec- 
torate, and*the operation of the system would 
result in suspension of application of consti- 
tutional ‘ guarenties according to popular 
whim. 

Says It’s Fallacious Argument. 

“We would have then a system of sus- 
pending the constitution to meet special in- 
stances. But the main ‘argument used to 
sustain. such a popular review of judicial 
décisiong is that if the people are competent 
to establish a constitution they are compe- 
tent to interpret it and that this recall of 
decisions is nothing but the exercise of the 
power of interpretation. 

“This is clearly a fallacious argument. | 
The approval of general principles in a con- 
stitution on one hand and the interpretation 
of a sfatute and consideration of its prob- 


able operation in a particular case and ts 


, 


possible infringement of a general principle 
on the other band are very different things. 

“The one is simple, the latter complex, 
and the latter when submitted to a popular 
vote, as already pointed out, is much more 
likely to be turned into an issue of general 
approval or disapproval of the act on its 
merite for the special purpose of its enact- 
ment than upon its violation of the consti- 
tution. 


Fears Exercise of Tyranny. 

“Can it be that the power of a temporary 
majority of the electorate by a single pop- 
ular vote to do away with rights secured 
to individuals which have been inviolable for 
seven hundred years, since the days of the 
Magna Charta, approves itself to those wh) 
love liberty and who hold dear its sacred 
guaranties? 

„Would we not in giving such powerful 
effect to the monetary impulse of a ma- 
jority of an electorate, prepare the way for 
the possible exercise of the greatest tyr- 
anny? 

Finally, I ask what is the necessity for 
such a crude revolutionary, fitful and un- 
stable way of reversing judicial construc- 
tions of the odnstitution. Why if the con- 
struction is wrong can it not be righted by 
constitutional amendment? 

“An answer made to this is that the same 
judges would construe the amendment and 
defeat the popular will as in the first in- 
This assumes dishonesty and 3 
gross violation of their oaths of duty on 
the part of the judges, a hypothesis utterly 
untenable. 


Says We Are Making Progress. 

“TIT agree that we are making progress 
and ought to make progress in the shaping 
of governmental action to secure greater 
equality of opportunity, to destroy the un- 
due advantage of special privilege and of 
accumulated capital, and to remove obstruc- 
tions to the pursuit of human happiness; 
and\in working out these difficult problems 
we may possibly have, from time to time, 


to limit or narrow the breadth of constitu- 
tional guaranties in respect of property by 
amendment. 


„But if we do it, let us do it deliberately, 
understanding what we are doing, and with 
full consideration and clear weighing of 
what we are giving up of private right for 
the general welfare. Let us do it under cir- 
cumstances which shall make the operation 
of the change uniform and just, and not de- 


“pend on the feverish, uncertain, and unstable 


determination of successive votes on differ- 
ent laws by temporary and changing majori- 
ties. 

Such a proposal as this is utterly with- 
out merit or utility, and, instead of being 
progressive, is reactionary; instead of be- 
ing in the interest of all the people and of the 
stability of popular government. is sowing 
the seeds of confusion and tyranny.” 


Disappointed Over Peace Action. 

Touching outside his prepared speech, 
President Taft told of his disappointment 
over the senate’s amendment of the proposed 
arbitration treaties with Great Britain and 
France. He said: . 

“The senate’s action makes it doubtful 
whether the treaties will be accepted by the 
countries with which they are designed to 
deal and also makes it doubtful whether the 
chief executive of this country should pro- 
ceed with them. 

The whole subject probably will have to 
be gone over again. I am not discouraged. I 
am merely disappointed. I believe the people 
were in favor of ratifying those treaties as 
they were. War is such a horrible method 
of settling controversies that the people want 
none of it if they can help it.“

Claims East and South. 

He also claimed New England, excepting 
Massachusetts, New York, New Jersey, Del- 
aware, the south, excepting Alabama, which 
he conceded to Oscar Underwood, and de- 
clared that the tide seems to be running 
for Wilson in Ilinois.”’ 

Mr. Mecombs took a fling at Gov. Wilson's 
critics. 

“I am deluged, he said, “ with protests 
and expressions of indignation from the en- 
tire west’ at the anonymous pamphlets con- 
taining false and scurrilous matter about 
Gov.

Next Summer’s Garden. 
‘BY EBEN E. REXFORD. 


LOWER loving people often ask me to 

„make out a Hst for them before sending 

for seeds. This I am always glad to do 

„if they tell me what the conditions are 

under which their plants will be grown, 
and what they want from their plants. Unless 
I know about these things I can simply advise 
at random, and that is seldom „ 
to either party. 

Some want plants that will anes brilli 
masses of color. For them I would adv 
petunia, phlox, and calliopsis. These plants 
bloom profusely through the greater part of 
the season, and are all of extremely easy cul- 
ture. On this account they are unsurpassed 
for amateur use. 4 

Some want plants for beds close to the house 
where they can be looked wn upon from the 
sitting room windows. For these I would ad- 
vise, verbena, anntirrhinum (snapdragon), 
pansy, and portulacca, all profuse bloomers and 
all of easy culture. 


oe 


Some want plants to serve as screens or 
hedges. For these I would advise sinnia, cos- 
mos, kochia, nasturtium, and sweet pea. Cos 
mos is a late bloomer and may have to be pro- 
tected from early frosts in some localities, but 
it is a plant that is well worth growing, its 
fine and feathery foliage making it attractive 
beforg it comes into bloom. When in bloom it 
is wonderfully beautiful, being covered with 
white, pink, and crimson flowers. We have no 
better plant to cut from. 

Zinnia makes an excellent hedge between whe 
flower and vegetable gardens. It oomes in near- 
ly all the colors of the rainbow and gives a 
gorgeous show of color for months. Its flow- 
ers are mostly double, resembling miniature 
dahlias in form. No plant is more easily grown. 
Kochia gives a solid mass of dark crimson in 
fall and is pleasing in its green stage because 
of ite density of growth and symmetrical 
habit. 

Sweet peas and nasturtiums are most de 
lightful plants for screen purposes if given 
good support. Unless they can have it they 
amount to hut little. Brush suits them better 
than anything else to.clamber over and cling 
to, but where it is not easily obtainable I would 
advise coarse meshed wire netting as a substi- 
tute. Plant the seed in rows a foot and a 
half apart. Set stout stakes along the center 
between the rows and nail a strip of wood to 
the top of them. They sould be at least five 
feet high for sweet peas and three and a half 
or four feet for the nasturtium. Use netting 
on each side, letting it start at the row and 
slope in until it meets at the top, where it can 
be fastened to the strip of wood reaching from 
post to post. If nasturtium is used the variety 
catalogued as tropoleum major should be se- 
lected, this being the strongest grower of the 
It may be necessary to give it some 
assistance in getting a hold on the netting by, 
weaving its branches out and in among tke 
meshes. 
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If you have a spot in the garden or about 
the house that is sandy and dry and fully ex- 
posed to hot sunshine the best plant you can 
select for it is portulacea. It will flourish in 
positions where most other plants would soon 
succumb to the intense heat, because its fo- 
Hage is of succulent nature and stores up 
enough moisture to enable the plant to with- 
stand the debilitating influences of a long, hot, 
dry spell. It is a profuse bloomer, in red, 
crimson, pink, purple, and white, both double 
and single. 

If you went a bed of the most brilliant pos- 
sible color make use of the ‘scarlet and crim- 
varieties of the shirley poppy. If you 
want something to contrast -with and relieve 
this color somewhat, plant a row of the white 


“variety about the bed, es the center with 


the darker colors. 

If you want a bed thet will give you what 
we call a “tropical effect,” don’t fail te plant 
the amaranthus. I consider this a better plant 
for beds where colored foliage is depended on 
Man canna. You will see by consulting the 
peedsemen's catalogues that it can be had with 
dark crimson, bronze, yellow, and gold green 
foliage, and the effect of these colors, when 
judiciously combined, is delightful all through 
the season. Late in summer the plants pro- 
duce great quantities of most peculiar flow- 
ers of a dull, dark Indian red, their color ha 
monizing finely with the foliage. This plant is 
of the easiest culture. It deserves a place in 
every garden, large or small.

HE committee of 100 of the Men and Re- 
ligion Forward movement at its meeting 
yesterday in. the Great Northern hotel 
adopted the following resolutions: 

It has long been the practice of the 
American people in times of uncertainty 
and danger to turn for enlightenment and 
strength to the God and the religion of our 
fathers. To this we have been encouraged 
by the example of our greatest ministers 
and statesmen and enjotned by our laws 
and constitutions, 

Thoughtful men recognize the present as 
a serious and critical time in our business, 
social, political, and religious affairs. This, 
therefore, is an occasion when as a people 
we ought to dedicate ourselves anew to 
these principles and practices. 

To that end we recommend that the 
clergy of Chicago at an early date in 
March publicly address their people on 
themes appropriate to this subject; that 
the men of Chicago abandon secular and 
political activities on the Sundays up to 
and including the 14th day.of April, and

Economical Housekeeping 


Mashed Potato. 


BY JANE EDDINGTON. 

MR. THACKERAY, don’t,” is said 
to be what OChariette Bronté, com- 
pletely disillusioned about her hero 
when she saw him eat, breathed 
out when he helped himself a sec- 

ond time to potatoes. 

But why should not a very soulful person 
take a second helping of beautiful mashed po- 
tato, or of any of the many forms in which 
mashed potato may be made up and served, 
for it may be molded and made into many 
kinds of cakes and delicate decorative affairs? 
As a cover to escalloped meats, ish, and *tege- 
tables it makes a fine addition. For the dain- 
tiest things it is best not to use butter in the 
seasoning, but- either milk or cream, and then 
to beat very thoroughly. 

— 


Potato Cones.— Beat mashed potatoes until 
ligh: and creamy, and form into cones, using 
an ice cream mold, if you have one. Put the 
cones into a buttered king dish, brush with 
melted Dutter, and brown in a hot oven. 

Potato Muffins.—Grease muffin tins with but- 
ter; fill lightly with potato; brown in the oven, 
when they will slip easily from the tins, and 
are very attractive to serve with creamed 
meats and fish. : 

Potato Omelet.—Either hot or cold mashed 
potato may be put into a hat frying pan in 
which a tablespoonful of butter has been melt- 
ed, browned and then folded like an omelet. 
To serve with a meat omelet on one half of 
the platter, this is attractive. 

Potato Puff.—Beat a mashed potato, well sea- 
soned, with cream until very white and creamy, 
then add the well beaten white of an egg. 
Beat together thoroughly, put into a buttered 
dish, and bake until brown and puffy. 

Potato Puff.—Shape hot mashed potato into 
balls about the size of an egg, put on buttered 
tin plate, brush over with a beaten egg, and 
brown in the oven. Serve with fish or meat 
balls for a luncheon. 

— 


Duchesse Potato.— Mash potatoes with the 
yolk of egg, melted butter, and milk (one-half 
tablespoonful of butter and milk to each me- 
dium sized potato) and turn on a pastry board. 
Press flat and smooth, cut into squares, place 
in a greased pan, set in a cool place to stiffen; 
then bake in a quick oven to a delicate brown. 

Duchesse potatoes are often prepared by 
using the whole raw egg, mixing the entirety 
very thoroughly: with a wooden spoon. A very 
little four may be used on the pastry board 
in molding. If made into rolls, lightly covered 
with flour, these may de flattened and cut into 
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. heart. or other shapes, and their surface criss- 


crossed with a knife or with some instrument 
made for such purpose Ten minutes is about 
enough time in which to bake them a delicate 
brown. 

Vienna Potatoes.—Mold mashed potatoes into 
the shape of Vienna rolle, about four inches 
long; brush with beaten egg, make roll-like 
creases across the roll with the back of a 
knife, place on a greased and inverted tin, and 
brown in oven. 

Potato Roses.—Cream mashed potato very 
thoroughly by beating, and fill a pastry bag 
with the mixture. Hold the bag in an upright 
position, the tube pointing downward, and force 
out the potato and coil around in smaller and 
smaller circles or shape in bow knots. These 
should be forced out on a buttered tin and 
browned in the oven. A funnel of heavy brown 
paper may be used instead of a bag.

The Great Suffragent 
Campaign in England. 


BY RICHARD HENRY LITTLE. | 
ONDON, March 8, 1930.—The suffragents 
made another big demonstration in High 
Holborn today in their campaign to arouse 
the apathy of the nation to their demand 


that men be given the ballot. The police- 


women charged the mob repeatedly and made 
many arrests. Mr. Minnie Tompkins, the leader 
of the suffragents, claims that the policewomen 
were very brutal and did not hesitate to lay 
aside their clubs and draw their hatpins when 
charging the mob. The suffragents marched 
down High Holborn early this morning shouting, 
Votes for gentlemen! Votes for gentlemen!” 
At a signal from their leader the marchers 
drew rocks from their pockets and began hurl- 
ing them through plate glass shop windows. 
Constable Mary Sniggins, 4,567, who was in 
charge of the police reserves stationed at this 
point, walked out into the road and in a com- 
manding voice said: “ You men must quit this 
foolishness. It’s all bally rot. You never will 
get the right to vote by acting in this manner. 
When you defy the law you merely prove you 
are unfit for the ballot. Go back to your homes 
and attend to your housework and don’t go 
about disgracing yourselves and your families.” 
It was at this moment that Mr. Minnie Tomp- 
kins, the leader of the suffragents,; ran out in 
front of the mob and, addressing the police- 
woman, said: Poo poo 
with you! We boys are determined to have our 
rights! How dare you tell us in that rude way 
We'll not go home, and you just 
can’t make us, 80 there now. We defy you!” 
Constable Sniggins said: Go on home, fool- 
ish face, or I'll club your head off.”

That was over seven years ago. In 1007 
Chapman became backstop for a professional 
outfit representing Trenton, Mo., as an inde- 
pendent team and he caught all but ten of the 
ninety-six games the Trenton team played 
in that season. In one stretch Chapman 
caught eighty-six games in eighty-four days 
and his team finished the season with ninety- 
ons victories and five defeats, its games being 
chiefly with independent teams in Missouri 
and adjoining states. For his efforts that 
year Chapman received the munificent sal- 
ary of $60 a month. He remained with the 
Trenton team in 1908 and in 1900 caugnt for 
another independent neee team in 
Plainfield, Neb. 


Chapman started the season of 1911 with 
Concordia, but in July the Central Kensas 
league split its season into halves Concordia 
having won the championship in the first 
half disposed of Chapman to the Topeka 
club of the Western league.
